JAPAN IN MOURNING. 


How the Denth of Makaroff yas 
Soon Taken. = 
*(Frovi Our Sp:ciat War Correspondent). 
Toxyo, ‘April 22.

ofthe fine Russian battleship Petroper- 
lorsk nud the annihilation of Vice-Admiral 
Makaroffand hisstaff. Indeed tho disaster 
tothe Russian nary ranks as one ofthe most 
gerious and must startling since the war 
Logan.

AN EARLY MORNING FIRE..

Arrival at Gyantse. 


Caloutta, April. 15.—Dotails of General 
MacDonald's advance to. Gyantao “have 
been received,. Tho Tibetans: enoounte 
at the entrance to (he narrow gorge were 
strongly posted on ridges. and rocks com- 
manding its. entranos. They opened Gre 
on the advance guard, : :

April 17.—The apecial correspondent of 
the lidhman, with the Tibetan Misgion, 
telegraphe that the action in the gorge on 
the 10th instant, was fought during a heavy 
snowstorm. At firat the Sikhs advanced on 
tho position, but could not scale tho rocks. 
They shon marched through the gorge, tho 
Tibetans firing furiously, while, tinally, 
thoy found thomeolves in a fairly open 
valley behind the enomy’s position, 

Tho ‘Tibetans could then be seen running 
about the rocks and descending the valley 
with leaps and in great fright, The 
Mounted Infuntry pursued then, killing 
many. They could have killed more, but 
the oflicers restrained the men. : 

Meanwhilo, the Gurkhas, on reaching 
tho top of the muuntain, found lorge 
numbers of Tibetans hiding in caves in 
groat fright. Those were called out and 
told to break their swords and matchlocka, 
which they did ‘with manifest delight, 
dencingand jumping on them with pleasure. 
They were brought down into the camp as 
prisoners’ Many are now working with U8 
as doolic bearers. They explained thot 
they wero peasants, who did not wan: to 
fight, but were forced by the Lamas, who 
threatened to burn down the villages, 

Tho Mission is now comfortably establish- 
od at Gyanteo, a large aud flourishing town. 
Tho inhabitants appear well-disposed and 
ato bringing supplies. 

‘As a-cortain number of monks fought 
against us, Colonel Younghusband asked 
for an oxplanation from the Abbdt at tho 
Gyantac Monastery, who replicd that the 
monks were forced to fight by the Lhassa 
officials and prayed (o be forgiven. Colonel 
Younghusband ssid the offunco was most 
serious. In futuro, the monks must con- 
fine themeclves to religious dutics.
